Aside the Police and Attack 
Speakers Boosting Bolshevism 


Men and Women at Mass Meeting in New York Flee Helter-Skelter 


—Socialists Chased Along 


Scores of Fist Fights Open Wild Night at Madison Square 


Garden 


NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—Hundreds of soldiers and sailors broke 
through a cordon of police surrounding Madison Square Garden 
tonight and attacked international agents who addressed a mass 


meeting at which Bolsheviki doctrines were expounded. 


The men 


and women leaving the hall broke and fled as the men in uniform 


charged the police, but were pursued 


directions. 


The attack on the Socialists came 
at the close of a meeting which 
threatened from the moment it began 
to break into a riot. It was called 
ostensibly to protest against the ex- 
ecution of Thomas J. Mooney, but 
Scott Nearing, who presided, and 
other speakers, devoted moet of their 
attention to pleading for the release 
of “political” offenders. 

Several men and women were ar- 
rested for displaying red flags smug- 
gled into the garden, 

_¥Wist Fights by Score 

Largé numbers of men in uniform 
entered the building before the door 
was locked, with the avowed intention 
of preventing attacks on the govern- 
ment. They were restrained by the 
police. Scores of fist fights were in- 
terrupted in the opening round by the 
officers, 

Soldiers and sallors who were un- 
able to get into the meeting sent out 
patrols to round up all men in unt- 
form who could be found to join in 
the charge on the Socialists, which 
had been planned to take place when 
the oratory was ended, and the Inter- 
nationalists started for their homes. 

Madison Square was the meeting 
point for the military. They quickly 
staged an impromptu mass meeting, 
at which speakers denounced the Bol- 
sheviki, 

The opening of the doors of the 
Garden witnessed a wild scene, Sol- 
diers and sailors fought their way 
past, swinging night st%&ks, and at- 
tacked the Socialists who had packed 
the building. Almost instantly . the 
square was filled with yelling, fighting 
men. Mounted police, reinforced by 
automobile loads of reserves, rushed 
from every station house within a ra- 
dius of several miles, struggling val- 
iantly to clear the square, but made 
little progress. 

The squage was cleared only when 
the Socialists broke and fled. 

Socialists Chased 

Groups of Socialists soon were run- 
ning along Fifth avenue, a half mile 
narth and south of 26th street, pur- 
sued by shouting uniformed men. 
Most of them were hatless and coat- 
less, having lost the major parts of 
their garments in the scuffle. When 
they went to the meting the men, 
almost without exception, wore red 
neckties because the red flags they 
were to have worn-were under the of- 
ficial ban, ‘These red ties were the 
special mark of the soldiers and sail- 
ors. After the battle they were cher- 
ished wouvenirs. Anything red roused 
the wrath of the military men and 
shey promptly pursued it. 

Hundreds Badly Beaten 

Hundreds of the Socialists were 
badly beaten, but so far as could be 
learned none were seriously hurt, 

U. 8. Marshal McCarthy and police 
inspectors were inclined to blame the 
uniformed men for the trouble, They 
declared the meeting would have 
proceeded peacefully enough in spite

had it not been for the soldiers and 


sailors. ‘They were the ones who 
started the attacks, the officials as- 
serted. 


The police had the situation well 
in hand within half an hour after 
the meeting and the street had been 
cleared except of stragglers. ‘There 
were no more Socialists to be seen. 

The atmosphere in the Garden was 
tense long before Nearing opened the 
meeting. 

Pandemonium Breaks Loose 

Pandemonium broke loose when the 
band, after playing the Star Spangled 
Banner and the Marseillaise, swung 
into the “Internationals” and a Rus- 
sian revolutionary song. Shouts of 
“Long Live the International” wers 
followed by booing and hissing, when 
the police seizing red flags suddenly 
displayed marched their owners from 
the auditorium, Then minor but 
simultaneous conflicts broke out in 
various parts of the hall. 

All the speakers pleaded with the 
audience to remain calm, Nearing stat- 
ing that there were persons present 
only too eager to “disrupt” the meet- 
ing. 

These warnings, however, were dis- 
regarded whenever the red flag made 
its appearance. 

After Nearing predicted a “bitter 
taste of job hunting this winter” and 
assailed the “capitalistic press” and 
other “indication of plutocracy,” he 
raised a deafening applause when he 
said: 

“During the next ten days Mr. Wil- 
son will go to Europe to use his efforts 
to make the world safe for democracy. 
At least we may ask Mr. Wilson to 
grant a general pardon to all political 
and class-war prisoners before he sails 
for Europe.” 

Rush Main Aisle 

Then a white flag, bearing in white 
letters the words “Withdraw Allied 
Troops From Russia’ was dropped 
from the balcony and after this had 
been removed and two more displayed 
from another part of the balcony, 
marines and sailors, forming a flying 
wedge, rushed down the main aisle and 
past the police up into the balcony. 
From the outside their comrades hurl- 
ed themselves against a side door and 
nearly succeeded in bursting into the 
auditorium, dng ty - 

Two resolutions were adopted, Thé 
first endorsed “the plan of action sug- 
gested by organized labor bodies on the 
Pacific coast” to prevent “Tom” 
Mooney from hanging. 

The second extended “our fraternal 
greetings to the Socialists of Ger- 
many"; protested against armed inter- 
vention in “the internal affairs of the 
German people”; demanded the return 
of American and Allied troops from 
Russian territory and pledged the 
audience to ‘work with devotion and 
energy until the industrial republic 
of America takes its place among the

Forty Victoria Crosses Among 
Honors Awarded Canadians 


Bravery of Dominion Troops in Many Well-Won Battles Reflected 
by Decorations of All Kinds Awarded—Distinguished 
Service Order Won by 491 


OTTAWA, Nov. 25,—A list of hon- 
ors and decorations won by the mem- 
bers of the Canadian Expeditionary 
Force, compiled by the militia de- 
partment, shows that 40 Victoria 
crosses, the highest honor obtainable, 
have been awarded to the soliiers 
of the Dominion, The Distinguished 
Service Order was won by 491 Cana- 
dians, and 1657 military crosses were 
awarded to officers of the C, E, F. 
The military tmedal, corresponding} 
to the military cross, but granted to 
non-coms and men, was awarded to 
6549 Canadian soldiers and the dis- 
tinguished conduct medal .o 1028, 
Canadians mentioned in te 4. spatoh- 
es numbered 3333.

Flage Reclaimed from Churches 
in Old Country for Triumphal 
Entry 


TORONTO, Nov. 26.—The_ Tele- 
gram has the following special cable- 
gram from London: 

“Canada's troops are preparing for 
their triumphal entry into Germany, 
Every battalion and unit to partici- 
pate wil] march with flying colors and 
ands playing. Consequently there 
has been a genera! reclaiming of all 
regimental colors which were left in 
various churches and cathedrals in 
the British Isles since the beginning 
of the war, when various battalions 
committed their sacred regimentay 
flags amid solemn ceremony to the 
safekeeping of the chureh until they 
came back from the war. 

“Westmister Abbey, St. Paul's, Can- 
terbury Cavhedral, St. Giles’ Cathed- 
ral, Edinburgh, and many churches 
contain the regimenw) colors of the 
Canadian units. St. Anne®, in Belfast, 
for instance, keeps safe the colors of 
the 208th Irish Canadians, The Prin- 
cess Patricia's are an exception, The 
regimental flag, worked by Princess 
Patricia, never leaves the quarters of 
«che colonel, whether it be in billets 
or the front line.

RECEPTION 


Will Be the Greatest Ever Given 
Visitor, London Paper 
Predicts 


LONDON, Noy. 25-——‘‘President Wi!- 
son will receive the greatest reception 
we ever have given any guest,” says 
the Observer in an article discussing 
the coming visit of the president to 
England. 

The newspaper, discussing the ques~ 
tion of freedom of the seas, says: 

“There is a profuond contrast be- 
tween America, which is a solid con- 
tinental unity, and the British Empire, 
which is essentially a maritime sys- 
tem. Shipping and the naval means 
for guarding it correspond to the 
transcontinental railways which link 
the United States from ovean to ocean, 
and to the internal police required 
for guarding them. If this one funda- 
mental diversity between the positions 
of the two countries and their sources 
of life is grasped there can be no ex- 
treme difficulty in adjusting points 
of view on all matters.”

GERVAIS TELLS 
OF A FURTHER 


Streets—Hundreds Badly Beaten—j|Says Carmel Killed Man a 


Year Ago and Burned 
Shack 


TRICKED THE POLICE 


Left Clay Pipe to Suggest 
Theory of Accidental 
Death 


REGINA, Nov. 25.—New develop- 
ments In the Steep Creek murders 
were revealed today when Dr. Gervais 
furnished another thrill to the authori- 
ties. The “Doctor” expressed a desire 
to talk and intimated that he had 
something important to convey, noth- 
ing short of the details of another 
murder, and following is what he told 
the police officers: 

“Victor Carmel shot and. killed 
Adolphe Lajoie about a year ago, burn- 
ed his body by setting fire to the bed 
and shack and to hide the crime, 
placed a clay pipe between the bed 
springs so as to indicate that the mur- 
dered man had set fire accidentaily 
to the bed on which he was lying, Go 
to the grave and you will find that the 
skull of Lajole has a bullet hole in 
the forehead. Lajole was my partner 
in the farm at Steep Creek and you 
can see the joint agreement of pur- 
chase,” 

Dr. Gervais, who was visibly re- 
lleved when he had made the state- 
ment, continued to give the detalls of 
the whole affair, the beginning of the 
reign of terror by three of the most 
desperate men who have been within 
the confines of Saskatchewan. 

Carmel, following a quarrel with 
Lajole, took down his rifles, examined 
one and finding it suitable to his pur- 
pose, loaded it and walk up to Lajoie, 
calling him a vile name, and sending 
a bullet through his forehead. 

Declared Inquest Unnecessary 

Lajote died instantly. About a week 
later, Constable Garry Tynen, of the 
provincial police, investigated with a 
coroner, The charred remains only 
were found and the coroner did not 
deem an inquest necessary as there 
was sufficient evidence as to the theory 
of accidental fire. 

When Dr. Gervais recounted his 
story yesterday the police immediately 
went to the grave where the remains 
of Lajole were buried, exhumed them 
and found the skull with the bullet 
in the centre of the forehead. This is 
now in Prince Albert and will be used 
as evidence against Carmel, who is 
to be charged with the murder of 
Lajoie. The joint agreement of pur- 
chase of the farm by Lajole and Ger- 
vais is also in existence and will be 
papepemary evidence as to the cor- 
rectness 0: .

SIR CHAS. ROSS 
WILL DEMAND 
$19,000,000 


Claims This as Value of Plant and

OTTAWA, Noy. 25,—-When the Do- 
minion government, in the early 


spring of 1917, expropriated the Ross | 


rifle factory at Quebec, it fixed at 
$3,000,000 the limit of compensation 
to be paid, 

Sir Charles Ross, the owner, comes 
forward now with a demand for near- 
ly $19,000.000. Sir Charles has filed 
with the secretary of state a petition 
of right to sue the government for the 
amount claimed. Experts for montis 
have been working on the case, pre- 
paring a statement of claim. 

The amount embraces not only the 
value of the plant, but loss of profits 
on contracts with the Canadian and 
Imperial governments, Ten million 
dollars of the total is claimed from 
the government on account of breach 
of contract before the property was 
expropriated, The alleged ‘breach 
consists in the government buying’ 
large quantities of rifles from other 
concerns before it had taken the en- 
tire output of the Ross rifle factory, 
as it was bound under the contract to 
do.

Production Has Fallen 

The U. 8. fuel administrator had 
expected an increased output but It 
would appear that production up to 
the beginning of November has fallen 
300,000 tons behind that of the corres- 
ponding period last year There is 
however, a possibility that the clos- 
ing down of munition industries may 
have the effect of diverting a number 
of workers to the mines, in which 
event lost time may partially be oyer- 
taken, but this is purely problematical 


Canada is reasonably assured of the 
tonnage of anthracite coal allotted to 
her by the fuel administration earlier 
jin the year, there is no possibility of 
this tonnage being increased, As this 
tonnage allotted approximately 26 per 
cent. lower than that imported into 
Canada during the last coal year, it 
will be evident that every reason exists 
for the greatest measure of conserva- 
tion in the use of hard coal and to 
utilize substitutes in the way of bitu- 
minous coal or wood wherever it is 
possible to do so. 
ore Complicated 

Mr. Magrath found the soft coal 
situation much more complicated. Re- 
ports had bee: received by him prior 
to leaving Ottawa of the cancellation 
of bituminous coal contracts on the 
part of the Canadian manufacturers 
and the feeling among buyers of soft 
coal seemed to be that there was every 
evidence of over-production, In some 
cases which came to the fuel control-

Trance, Vive la Canada.” All through | 
those long four years they have kept 
their beloved flags hidden so that they 
could be flown on the day they were 
liberated. The only news they had was 


from German sources and no word 
from husbands fathers or sweet- 
hearts In the French army. But still 
thir hearts were stout and believed 


their day would come and come it did 
We saw women with black eyes and 
swollen jaws, having been hit by Ger- 
nan soldiers and girls who had and 
will give birth to German children 
against their own wil! 

As we entered one end of the village 
ritz left the other end fighting a| 
var-guard action Our recent ad-| 
vances and victories made it essential 
that he should pull out, so any of our 
pals who went under did not by any| 
means make the sacrifice In vain 

One place we entered, an old man

fine impression, especially our Kil- | 
ties as these were the first British sol- 
diers these people had ever and 
our manner and tone of greeting was 
different trom the Hun that i -em 
ed to them as though !t were all 
dream.

| The survivors reached Nikolsk In 
forty cars. The train carried no pro- 
visions and was without sanitary 
equipment of any kind 

Of the 800 persons missing from 
the original total, some were shot 
while triyng to escape from the train, 
Others lost thelr lives by throwing 
themselves from the car windows, 
Disease, starvation and exposure ac- 
counted for the remainder, 

When the Czgecho-Slovak forces 
captured Samar they loaded the in- 
mates of the jails into traing indis- 
criminately, it is alleged, along with 
the Boleheviki prisoners of war. 

The Red Cross at Viadivostok has 
rushed doctors to Nikolsk to aid the 
arrivals, who are {n a terrible condi- 
tion, Some persons died on the 
ground after being removed from the 
railroad cars. 

Other Trainloads on Way 

Other trainloads of human freight 
in similar straits are now on their way 
eastward over the trans-Siberian rail- 
road. Eight hundred persons, many 
of them sick or infected, were turned 
toward Samara because of the lack of 
hospital espace. 

Among those reaching Nikolsk were 
a dozen women, who formerly were 
nurses in the Bolsheviki hospitals at 
Samara, Many Innocent persons were 
included, There was one man with his 
wife and children, who had been 
thrown into jail by the Bolsheviki, be- 
| cause the husband and father had re- 
fused to join the Bolsheviki forces. 

There also was a gir) stenographer, 
who had been sentenced to six days’ 
imprisonment for serving the non- 
Bolsheviki city administration, 

The Red Cross is taking care of 
the survivors itn an in-provised hos- 
pital, These persons are dependent 
solely upon charity, The Russian 
authorities, co-operating with the Red 
| Cross, are looking after thirty typhoid

That the U. 8S. Government are fully 
alive to the importance of the poultry 
branch of the livestock industry is 
evident from the encouragement and 
support they have given it. In Sep: 
tember a cum of about $200,000 was 
appropriated for poultry extension 
work and for the U. 8. poultry farm 
at Beltsville. 

Dr. Raymond Pearl, blologist and 
now chief statistician of the U. 8. food 
administration, recently gave express- 
ion to the following remarks: “IT have 
been gratified because my work in the 
food administration has put me in the 
position to realize how acute the food 
problem may become under certain 
circumstances and also the studies 
we have conducted here have made i{t 
increasingly clear that the day of the 
large unit such as the beef anima! in 
the production of necessary foods of 
animal origin is rapidly passing. With 
the steady increase in population in 
proportion to the habitable area of the 
earth, there is bound to be a turn more 
and more towards the smaller animal 
unit as a producer of food. Amongst 
all such animals poultry is pre-emin- 
ent.”

MANY VICTIMS 
FROM THE FLU 
IN SAWRIDGE 


T wenty-three Deaths, All Indians 
—Victims Buried without Cof- 
fins or Funeral Rites 


_- 


HL Stevenson of Sawridge, who is 
registered at the Selkirk, tells The 
Bulletins that the ‘flu conditions 
which prevailed in the Sawridge dis- 
trict, ewpecially among the Indians, 
during the peak of the epidemic, 
were something undescribabie. 

Every single person in the district 
went down ,with the disease, whites 
and Indians alike, except Mr, and 
Mrs. Stevenson, their two children 
and one other man, The settlers and 
their families all recovered, but 23 of 
the Indians died. In every case 
where the attack was severe the vic- 
tim succumbed within three or four 
days, It aettled on the lungs and was 
almost immediately fatal, 

The chief of the tribe and a num- 
ber of his relatives died. Whole 
househoMs were stricken with many 
fatalities 80 numerous were the 
deaths, says Mr. Stevenson, that it 
was impossible to provide coffins and 
the bodies were committed to the 


| 


earth without any and without any 
funeral rites, 

There ig no doctor at Sawridee 
and the nearest medical man is at 
Grovarnd, 80 miles away. His hands 
were ful] in his own territory. Owing 
to the discontinuance of the train 
service he was able to make but one 
hurried visit to Gawridge on the 
speeder, 

“Filth and dirt,” says Mr. Steven- 
gon, were the primary cause of .the 

inroads made by the. diseases. 
The wridge Indians, for the most 
part MNve in cabins and tepees, with 
few conveniences, and when stricken 
by the ‘flu they lay where they were 
and recovered or not according to 
the resistance their constitutions were 
able to make to the attack.

The Deutschland Turns 
Up Again 

The Deutschland has been turn- 
ed over to the Allies, after ‘‘re- 
turning from a three months’ 
eruise in American waters’’—sink- 
ing merchant ships and drowning 
American sailors, of course, or try- 
ing to do so. Those Amerjcans 
who hailed the Deutschland with 
such satisfaction a couple of years 
ago, when it demonstrated that it 
could cross the Atlantic, must have 
an odd sensation of foolishness 
when they thus learn how it has 
been using the experience and in- 
formation gained.on that cruise. 


Evasive Tactics 


Mr. W. F. Nickle, M. P. for 
Kingston, thinks experience has 
shown that under war conditions 
‘‘the country could only be gov- 
‘‘orned, if governed satisfactorily, 
‘‘by a Government repres-nting 
‘all shades of political opinion.”’ 
It is notable that Mr. Nickle, 
though a Unionist member of 
Parliament, does not venture to 
tie himself up to the statement 
that the country has been ‘‘gov- 
erned satisfactorily’’ by the mer- 
ger administration it has had. 
That is a notion that no one out- 
side the cabinet seems to sponsor 
these days. 


What Is Behind? 


From Archangel comes a curi- 
ous dispatch in which it is said 
it is believed that evacuation of 
that district by the Allied troops 
would be followed by the massacre 
of the inhabitants by the Bolshe- 
viki, and that ‘‘Allied encourage-

Trifling With Death. 

Assuming that the ‘flu had dis- 
appeared, the authorities of Ham- 
ilton, Ont., permitted the schools, 
churches and theatres to re-open, 
and lifted the ban against public 
meetings. The disease promptly 
became epidemic again, and the 
closure regulations have had to be 
again put in force. Winnipeg, 
which tried to cary on ‘‘ business 
as usual,’’ reports little slack- 
ening in the death toll and record 
of new cases. 

The moral is plain. Preventive 
measures do prevent. to neglect 
them is to give the disease carte 
blanche to impose suffering and 
death upon the community ; and to 
relax them too soon is to invite a 
second visitation, 


Beating Them To It?

spread and sprout! 


What Is Germany Doing? 

Bolshevism is the name of one 
kind of German poison gas; the 
kind Germany has used to asphy3i- 
ate enemies whom it could not 
overcome in the field, 

When the Russian armies could 
not be beaten, Berlin sent agents 
and money into Russia to awaken 
the spirit of discontent and bring 
about a revolution. The strategy 
succeeded. Russia was crushed, 
more completely and more easily 
than could have been done by the 
most successful military cam- 
paign; and Germany proceeded to 
collect the spoils. 

Germany is now going through 
the motions of a revolution which 
is lacking in the signs of sincerity 
which ordinarily accompany an 
up-rising of the people against an 
oppressive and hated autocracy. 
There has been too little bloodshed 
and too much system about the 
overturnings of Governments and 
the supposed establishment of 
democracy in the Fatherland to 
impress an observer with the idea 
that the people are filled with any 
fury to make an end of militarism 
and ‘‘world power’’ schemes. Re- 
volutions are not usually carried 
out in the spirit of ‘‘ After you, my 
dear Alphonse.’’ 

Pending a demonstration to the 
contrary, which only time can af- 
ford, the revolution in Germany 
has the appearance of a frame-up 
rather than an _ upheaval. Its 
| smooth and orderly procedure sug- 
gests that behind Prince Maximil- 
ian, Chancellor Ebert and Marshal 
Hindenburg there may stand the 
ex-Kaiser, directing the moves in a 
pre-arranged conspiracy to trap 
the Allies; that the revolution is 
designed for reflex influence in 
the Allied and neutral countries; 
that Germany, to adopt the orig- 
inal figure, is generating Bolshe- 
vik gas with a view to injecting it 
into the Allied and neutral*states

neighbors. 

Bolshevism won Germany’s bat- 
| tle in Russia, won it so completely 
that the employment of the same 
means elsewhere seemed a fore- 
|gone conclusion, if opportunity

fective’means could Bolshevism be 
spread throughout France and 
England and Italy than if Ger- 


in the name of democracy turned 
itself into a centre for the genera- 
tion of revolutionary sentiment 
and the propagation of Bolshevik 
ideas throughout its neighboring 
states? The revolution in Germany, 
be it real or pretended, has moved 
the frontier of Bolshevism from 
the Vistula to the Rhine, and by 
taking away the great cause for 
solidarity among the Allied peo- 
ples has opened the way for 
arousing the revolutionary spirit 
among them. 

If Europe could be set ablaze 
with revolutionary movements 
there is no telling how far the con- 
flagration might extend, nor to 


ing down the solidarity and 
strength of the nations whose mili- 
tary forces have brought Germany 
to the brink, With the peace treaty 
signed and the Allied armies dis- 
banded, an opportunity might thus 
be presented to the deposed Kaiser 
to step again upon the throne and 
call the German people to rally 
about him for another stroke for 
‘‘world power.’’ Under those cir- 
cumstances, the heavier the in- 
demnities imposed by the Allies 
upon Germany the stronger would 
be the appeal of the returned em- 
peror to the German people to 
unite and fight ‘‘in defence of the 
Fatherland,’’ for relief from the 
payment of the indemnities, and 
for the establishment of a world- 
dominating German empire.

En Garde! This is not peace Not 
yet. Though Foch ride triumphant!

No, hostilities are merely suspended 
for thirty days. During which the 
Germans are allowed to course and 
cringe and conspire, and to cgmplain 
of our severity and threaten %o un- 
loose the Bolsheviki on our timid old 
women in Britain and America, 

For there ts only one class in Ger- 
many in favor of this Versailles peace. 
It fs the war-weary middle-class, the 
bourgeoise, and there are two grand 
classes dead against it. ‘These two 
are the very highest and the very low- 
est. Pro-Consul von Mackensen, with 
his unbeaten army in the east, repudi- 
ating the government of Dictator Eb- 
ert, would join hands with Red-flag 
mutineers and, like another great 
Roman pro-consul, may yet march on 
the capital to set up an emperor of 
his own. One man alone was com- 
Petent to deal with those. And that 
without diplomatic intervention. 

The German army was already 
beaten when it called to Washington 
for help. Beaten at its own game. 
That is quite true Beaten, but not 
yet routed And routed, it should 
have been—and that on ite own soil— 
in order usefully to win the war. That, 
or his arms should have been stacked 
(which is the etymology of “armis- 
tice’) and the fiag lowered; and the 
sword of Hindenburg extended, hilt 
foremost, by that commander, with 
one knee on the ground, to Marshal 
Foch; and the Rhine crossed—as It 
shall be yet. And Potsdam and Ber- 
lin should yet resound to the tramp 
of our troops and to the strains of La 
Marseillaise. And the poilus should 
pitch their tents in the Thiergarten; 
and Halg and Fayolle and Debeney 
and Pershing and Diaz should water 
their horses at the fountains of Unter

Sir—Re your editorial in Iast 
night's Evening Bulletin, I should like 
to make the following suggestions: Is 
it not at least remarkable that in this 
attempt to “Russianize’ the allies, or 
otherwise hoodwink them, that if this

It may be 
noted as a news ttem in the self-same 
issue of last night (Nov, 22) that the 
self-same Lord Robert Cecil has re- 
signed from the government over 
Welsh church disestablishment, oth- 
erwise, to protect it from ‘“‘sacreligious 
despoilers” like the first Sir William 
Cecil, whose robbery of church lands 
in the sixteenth century was the 
foundation of the Cecil wealth and 
greatness, 

It would be interesting {f these aris- 
tocrats who tremble so for the safety 
of German democracy would explain 
in just what way the establishment 
of socialist regimes in allied countries 
would tend to establish the kaiser 
once again in Germany, or maintain 
him there.
